BOSTON, Aug 22:-On the first day of | 
next month some

Roston and Ma:ne railroad. These 
changes have been already — decided 
upon, but will not take effect until 
Sept. 1. 

On that day D. W. Sanborn, general 
superintendent of thecrroad, will retire 
from its service. 

Charles E, Lee, assistant generul 
manager, will be rremoted ‘to the office 
of general superintendent and the of- 
fice of assistant general manager wi!! 
be abolished. - 

Other changes ir, theofficial staff of 
the railroad to yo into effect on the 
same day include the promotion of 
Dana J. Flanders, general passenger 
agent, to passenger traffic manage, 
and Mr. Flanders, who is not in the 
best of health, is granted leave of ab- 
sence that he may recover fully be- 
fore taking up his new. duties. 

Cc. M.. Burt, formerly assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent, is to resume his 
ecnnection with the Boston and Maine 
railroad as. general passenger agent. 
Messrs. Lee and Kurt will have their 
offices in the North union. station. 
While the office cf assistant general 
manager is abolished, a sentence in the: 
crder of Pres. Luctus Tuttle makes it 
appear that it is abolished for the 
time being only. 

Daniel W. Sanborn'’s retirement ~at 
his own request after nearly half a 
century of continuous service with the 
Poston and Maine, removed from act- 
ive service one of the last, if not the 
last, of the old-time New England 
railroad officials; . 

During his career with the railroad 
he has served under the following 
presidents, all but three of whom have 
long since made the great’ terminal: 
Icabod Goodwin. G. M. Brown, Thorn- 
ton K. Lothrop. John Woolridge, Gen.. 
Samuel C. Lawrence, A. P. Réckwill, 
E. B. Phillips, George E. B. Jackson, 
Arthur Sewall, George C. Lord, Frank 
Jones, A. A. McLeod, under whose 
regime the north station was planned, 
and Lucius Tuttle. the present head of 
he road. Thornton K. Lothrop, Gen. 
Lawrence and Lucius Tuttle are the 
three living men of this list. 

In that same period he has worked 
with and under these general manag- 
ers: Charles F. Hatch, Payson Tucker, 
James T. Furber. John W. Sanborn, 
T. A. MacKinnon and Frank Barr, the 
latter being the only one of the list 
still living. Of the superintendents of 
the road under whom Mr. Sanborn 
worked, John Russell, Francis Chase, 
Jeremiah Prescott and Geo: ge Batch- 
elder, the latter is also he only one 


living. ‘ 
Daniel W. Sanborn was bora at 
Wakefield, N. IX, 73 years ago, and 


on May 9, 1859. he entered the employ 
of the old Portland Saco and Ports- 
mouth railroad, working as assistant 
station master and hefore long was 
“promoted to a full fledged station 
master. That road has long since be- 
come a part of the Boston and Maine 
system. 

Between August, 1862, and April 4, 
1864, he was a passenger train brak2- 
man, and from the latter date to Nov. 
15 1879, his genial face became well 
known to travelers on the road as he 
gathered up tickets in his capacity of 
passenger train conductor. 

From Nov, 15, 1879, to Des, 10, 18 4, 
he was master of tranportation with 
the Eastern railroad, which has si:ce 
been merged with the Boston and 
Maine system. 

On Dec. 10, 1884, he was promotei.t» 
superintendent of the Eastern division 
of the Boston and Maine, a_ position 
for which ‘his ample experience with 
fitted 
him. July 1, 1891, another p-omotion, 
due to his untiring zeal and splendid 
abilities, made him superintendent of 
the Southern division, and on Feb, .16 
of the following year he was again 
promoted, this time to the office of 
general superintendent of the Bo ton 
ind Maine service. F : 

The ripe experience he brought with 
him to this office and his sunny néiyre 
,and easy method of controlling =n, 

made him almost invaletble in this 
position, and to the regret of the other 
officials of the railroad he retires now, 
but at his own request. 
‘FIle owns a handsome home In Some-- 
ville, where he lives with Mrs. San. 
torn. His son, Frederick E, Santo.n, 
is division: sugerintendent: ofthe Maize 
Central railrgad,, and hé has a grand- 
daughter. Mrs. J. M. French, and*@?v-: 
eral great-grandcnildren. 

Mr. Sanborn feels now that he has 
worked long enough to be entitled to a 
good rest for the remainder of his 
days, and while regretting the fact 
that he must sever his connection witn 
the other officials of the railroad, with 
-~whom he has always been on the very 
“pestof terms, he looks forward’ to 
many pleasant days unmarred by cares 
of “business life, or at least such ex- 
acting work as. railroad life demands,

Hackett and Alexander lost no in- | 
considerable number of points by these,

Of Hackett and Alexander, the latter 
played a far better game.

American Laborer Better Off. 

The bureau of labor has issued statis- 
tics for 1905 and estimates that the; 
laboring man is better off both as to} 
Wages and hours of labor. In 1905 the | 
purchasing power of wages, was 1 per 
cent higher than in 1904 and the re 
tail prices of food were slightly higher. 
This disadvantage was more than off- 
set, however, by the increase in the 
purchasing power of his wages. The 
average wages per hour in 1905 were 
18.9 per cent higher thin the average 
period for 1849, and the number of 
employees was 36 per cent greater. 
The total amount of the pay rolls was 
52.3 per cent higher in 1905 than the 
preceding ten year average. At the 
same time the purchasing power of 
average wages in 1905 was greater 
than in any other year. 

Southern Miners Reach Terms. 

The joint convention of coal miners 
and operators in Tennessee agreed up- 
ona wage scale to go into effect Sept. 
1 for one year. This is substantially 
the scale adopted in 1903 for an in- 
crease of 7% per cent for miners and 
day operators.

To the Honorable, the Justices of the 
Superior Court Sitting in and for the 
County of Essex: 


“I respectfully report that on July

at the Court room in North Andover, 
in said County of Essex, upon the 
death of Richard Stafford, who in his 
lifetime was a commorant.in said No. 
Andover, and who met a violent death 
during the night’ of June 10th and 
lith, 1906, at the residence of John H. 
Scoville in said North Andover... : 

“T find that said Richard Stafford 
was a chauffeur !n the employ of said 
John H. Scoville, whose employment 
was limited to the care and manage- 
ment of an automobile owned by his 
employer, 

“I find that sail John H. Scoville 
and. family occupied at that time a 
residence in sati North Andover, 
known as ‘Hill Crest,’ where he em- 
ploys several servants, including 4 
butler and an assistant butler, all of 
whom are boarded and lodged in the 
mansion occupied hy the family. 

“I find that said Richard Stafford 
lodged and: boarded away from the 
mansion, arid was shot and killed by 
Edward Ruby, the butler, then in the 
employ of the said Scoville, at about 
12.30 a. m., on June 11th, 1906, under 
the following circumstances and con- 
ditions, to wit: 

“The said Stafford was found with- 
out shoes and overcoat a little past 
midnight of said June lith, in 
drawing room on the first floor of the 
mansion and hiding behind the furni- 
ture. He had evidently entered through 
a window that opened out from this 
drawing room on to the easterly piazza 
of the mansion, leaving his shoes and 
overcoat outside and on this piazza, 
and had entered at a time when the 
house was dark, and long after the 
family had retired. While said Stafford 
was in hiding, and by reason of a 
noise apparently made by him, he was 
discovered by the said’ Edward Ruby 
and one Ernest Orlando, the assist- 
ant butler, and when so discovered, did 
not speak but from his hiding place 
pointed over the top of the sofa which 
screéned him, what in the semi-dark- 
ness may well have appeared to be a 
pistol or gun, although it afterwards 
proved to be an electric flash light. 
The said Edward Ruby upon seeing 
this instrument pointed at himself, and 
supposing it to be a pistol, fired at 
Stafford with his own revolver which 
shot proved fatal.

Little by little, the plans for the new 
park are taking shape. The latest 
work of the Commissioners is perhaps 
| the most effective of any that has been 
done since the work began, for it gives 
a better suggestion of what the ulti- 
mate result of the entire plan is to be. 

About six hundred dollars has been 
spent upon the-season’s work of con- 
struction, nearly all of that sum being 
devoted to building the pond and grad- 
ing the upper portion to. the proper 
level in its relation to the street. The 
pond is only roughly outlined, but even 
in its rough state it shows what is te 
come when water plants are growing 
and the permanent dam constructed. 

The small sum of money available 
provides for a pretty small amount of 
dirt moving, but about half of the 
upper section is now in shape and will 
-soon be an attractive lawn. An open 
space is left in the back part of this 
section where it is hoped sufficient fill- 
ing may be placed without expense, to 
make it possible for the completion of 
the work of grading this entire eastern 
section another year. 

It is very clear that one of the most 
important things to be done at a very 
early date is to widen the culvert on 
Whittier street and substantially stone 
the brook for the distance where it 
runs through the grove at the south- 
east corner. When this is done it will 
be possible to improve the grove so 
that it can be used, and when it is in 
shape it will be a genuine beauty spot 
that will attract inany people ona hot 
day. 

It is rather unfortunate that the 
smal] amount of money available makes 
the yearly progress very slow but it is 
now beginning to count and the end 
seems to really be in sight.

Rev. Joseph W. Cross, in life, the old- 
est graduate of Harvard University, 
, passed away peacefully last Saturday 

morning at 4.40 o'clock at the home of 

his daughter, Mrs. Mary F. Ryder, 66 
| Bradford Street, Lawrence. The vener- 
‘able gentleman bad reached the age of 
-.98 years and 4 months. 


On the previous Monday he was stricken |: 


with a sudden weakness and he gradu- 
| ally sank until on Friday morning he lost 
| consciousness and remained so until the 
; end came quietly and he passed from 
| this life to his eternal rest. — 

He leaves two daughters, Mrs. Mary 
| F. Ryder of 66 Bradford street with 
| whom he made his home, Mrs. Catherine 
Lowrie of Worcester, one son, Lyman M. 
| Cross of Orange, Mass., and half sister, 
Miss Mary L. Cross of Dover, N. H. 


Rev. Pitt Clarke, the secular clergyman 
of the town, who made a practice of 
tutoring. 

At the age of 16 years, Rev. Mr. Cross 
entered Harvard University and-gradu- 
ated four years later in the class of 1828, 
of which he was the sole survivor. 

The following year, Rev. Mr. Cross 
was employed as principal at the Orleans 
Academy at Cape Cod, and for the next 
two years was at the head of Chatham 
Academy. 

The reverend gentleman then gave up 
teaching school, and entered the Andover 
Theological Semiuary, of which he was 
the oldest living alumnus. There during 
the years of 1832 and 1833, he pursued 
his studies with a view to becoming a 
clergyman. October 1, 1834, at the Con- 
gregational church, in Boxboro, he was 
ordained a congregational minister, and 
was located there as pastor for six years. 

In 1840 he was made pastor of the 
West Boylston Congregational Church 
and remained there for a score of years, 
retiring from active work in the ministry 
in 1860. : 

For fully 60 years, Rev. Mr. Cross re- 


For the past ten years, he has spent his 
time both here and in Worcester, but 
half a dozen years of which he has lived 
in Lawrence. The body of Rev. Mr. 
Cross was sent to West Boylston Tues- 
day. Services were held there at 2.30 
o’clock after which the body was interred 
in the family lot in Mount Vernon ceme- 
tery of that place.

Trip Through the Trossachs and Visits to Edinburgh and 


Other Cities 


Editor of the, Townsman: 

My trip through the Highlands. of 
Scotlard is one ever to be remembered. 
The ride in the steamer on ‘Loch Lo- 
mond amid lovely islands with Ben Lo. 


mond and other peaks towering above |: 


us was all that my fancy had pictured 
it. At Invergnajd after a ride of twenty 
miles we took cgaches six miles to Loch 
Katrine. . This Jake isa littie gem in 
the heart of the highlands. Ben Venue 
and Ben Ledi their tops veiled in mist 
frowned down uponus. A little steamer 
appropriately named “Sir Walter Scott’ 
carried us across, past lovely Ellen’s 
Isle to the pier where we again took 
coaches through the Trossachs to Cal- 
lander nine miles distant. . The hills 
were purple with heather bell. and a 
profusion of other flowers befutified 
the landscape. Here and there were 
little one-story stone cottages with 
thatched roofs, and little rough coated 
Highland cattle and black faced sheep 
grazed peacefully on. the hillsides. 

I cannot,take space in this letter to 
speak of all the points of interest in 
Stirling with its frowning fortress, the 
favorite home of the Scottish kings, or 
of that entrancingly beautiful city of 
Edinburgh, redolent with memories of 
the Stuart sovereigns and of the great 
literary lights of Scotland. Nature and 
art have. here combined through long 
time to.make this truly the modern 
Athens, in the opinion of many, the 
most beautiful city of Europe. 

A short. trip over the great Forth 
Bridge, through the farms and villages 
and the busy little cities of Fife, over 
the Tay bridge, two miles long, brought 
me to Dundee. It was Fair week and 
all Dundee was on a holiday. Green- 
market, the public Square, was filled 
with booths of various kinds. A “fair” 
is held‘hére' every week on Saturday, 
but this being holiday week, it was held 
every day. All the factories and many 
of the stores are closed. At the fair 
there were the usual merry-go-rounds, 
shooting-galleries, bagatelle boards, 
ring tosses, and comical heads to be hit 
with balls. But all looked so different 
from such contrivances in America. 
Some of the merry-go-rounds were little 
squeaky affairs turned by a crank, one 
boy, power. Then there were little 
booths: with cakes and confectionery 


and various things to tempt the palate 


of the yotng people crowding about. 
In one.there was a large’ pot’ of boiling 
bean soup. -This was ladied -into little 
dishes with some.bits of fried potato and 
sold for a penny or.a ha’penny a dish to 
little children who sat- on the benche 
about the’ booth, At another “Genuine 
American Mint Candy’? was advertised. 
It was a cheap peppermint candy in 
slabs a foot square and ornamented with 
the colors of the American flag. At an-

other point were a couple 6f crayon 
drawings on the flagging with the 
legend “Blessed is he who has a gener- 
ous heart” near which stood a man with 
hat extended asking alms. 


Dundee is a bright thrifty “looking 
city, one in which I should like to spend 
more time. I enjoyed pleasant calls at 
two Dundee homes with messages from 
relatives in Andover. ‘The whole of the 
land upon which the city is built belongs 
to the Blackness estate and building 
lots are fenced or leased fo1 long periods 
of time. In the newer resident sec- 
tions the cost is about seven shillings 
per square rod per annum. ‘This fj 
common form of real estate holdi@g. 
Large sections of the city of Editiburgh 
are held in this way. 

It is but a short trip from Dundee to 
Arbroath. I found comfortable accom- 
modations at the Waverley Temperance 
Hotel, corner of Keptie and Catherine 
Arbroath is a place of about 
twenty-three thousand inhabitants and 
is situated on the coast of the North 
Sea. The chief manufactures are the 
spinning of flax, hemp and jute yarns 
and the manufacture of canvas, tar- 
paulings and heavy linens. Some boots 
and shoes are made, and about one hun- 
dred boats are engaged in haddock and 
herring fisheries. The official name of 
tlie place is Aberbrothock, derived from 
the Brothock, a small stream which 
flows: through--its—centre and along 
which its factories cluster. Keptie and 
High are the two main business streets ; 
the latter, especially, has some fine busi- 
ness blocks. 

Arbroath is well worth a visit from the 
tourist. I found it very interesting. 
Dr. Samuel Johnson, speaking of his 
journey through Scotland, said: “I should 
scarcely have regretted my journey had 
it afforded nothing more than the sight 
of Aberbrothock,” and we all know that 
Dr. Johnson was not much given to 
praising Scotland or the Scotch. The 
ruins of its old abbey, founded in the 
twelfth century and dedicated to Thomas 
4 Becket, is one of the most impressive I 
have seen. It was founded by King 
William the Lion, and was sixty years in 
building. It became one of the wealthiest 
and most powerful religious houses in 
Scotland. Robert Bruce frequently vis- 
ited and consulted with its abbot, Ber- 
nard de Linton, and here in 1320, in re- 
sponse toa call*from Bruce, assembled a 
parliament of,all Scotland, which framed 
and sent to Pope Jolin the. -famous: 
Scottish Declaration of Independence. 

The ruins-and the inclosed lands uow 
belong to the Crown. 

Among the other distinguished persons 
who have. visited the abbey are James 1V 
and James V and Mary Queen of Scots. 
Burns and Sir Walter Scott, and later, 
Ruskin and William Morris ‘have visited

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FRYE FAMILY HISTORIAN 


Theophilus Fry of Andover Has Gath- 
ered Interesting Statistics Re- 
" garding the Family. 


The Boston Herald publishes the 
following sketch concerning Frye Vil- 
lage and Theophilus Frye, the histo- 
rian of the Frye family: 

Included in the town of Andover is 
a tract of land known as Frye Village, 
as familiar almost to the residents of 


Lawrence as to those of the town to 
which it belongs, and around which 
hangs a history carrying back to 
revolutionary times, when the plough 
was discarded for the musket and 
sword and the sturdy farmers banded 
as Minute Men and listened for the 
signal which was to end the reign of 
the tyrant. : 

Frye Village—or, ag it was known 
for many years, Frye’s Mills—dérived 
its name from the Frye family, the 
first of whom came to the new world 
on the ship Bevig in 1638, from Basing, 
Hampshire county, Eng. 

The family name means free, from 
the Saxon “freo,” German ‘frei,’’ and 
it appears in various forms, such as 
Ffrie, Frie, Frey, Fry and Frye, 

The Fryeg were among the first Eng. 

lish gettlers in the new world, and they 
have borne a full share of the bur- 
dens in America, in the pioneer work 
of settlement, the Indian and colonial. 
wars, in the struggle for independence 
and in other stirring events down to. 
the present time, as well as in- works 
of peace, as sailors, merchants, engi- 
ners, physicians, lawyers, authors and 
statesmen. “t, 
. A Frye was one of the boldeat sailors 
with Drake, the noted Corsair,.in the 
voyage of the Golden Hind in 1577; a 
Frye printed the first English Bible; 
a Frye commanded the private ship 
that captured Capt, John Smith on™his 
Cape Cod expedition. 

A Frye, one of the “regicides,”’ or 
judges, of Cromwell's: time, and one of,

Col. Frye owned a large amount of 
iand extending from Phillips hill to the 
Shawsheen river and west to the Mer- 
timac river, At the death of Col. Frye 
in 1775. his eldest son, known as Squire 


Samuel, came into the property, which |- 


included a saw mill, grist mill, and a 
fulling mill, in which was manufact- 
ured cloth for clothing. These indus- 
tries were located on the Shawsheen 
1iver from which the power was tak- 
€u. These mills wer, operated mainly 
by members of the Frye families, and 
#round them ther? sprang up what 
Lecame known as Frye Village. 


The old colonel was a man of stern 
manner, and governed his family with 
a strong arm. Of medium size, fair 
complexion, clad in a silver drab suit, 
shoes with silver buckles and always 
currying a long staff, he had a vener- 
able and dignified appearance. 


At the time of which we speak he 
was the owner of about 2000 acres of 
land and was secord in point of wealth 
in that portion of the state, 


Close by the mills was the Frye 
homestead, erectei in 1773. Here were 
bern a family ef 11,° seven of whom 
were sons and four daughters. The 
rouse was erected by Squire Samuel 
Frye, and in this house the present 
Theophilus Frye was born. 

Here, in 1775, on that memorable 
April 19, the grandfather of the present 
Theophilus had started to plough a 
field when the South Church bell pealed 
cut its signal, Samuel stopped plough- 
ing, went to the barn with his horse, 
hung some feed in bags and rode to 
join his fellow minute men, reaching 
the outskirts of Concord in time to 
see the British redcoats retreat, pur- 
sued by his compatriots. 

Turning his horse’s head homeward. 
be sent him-back and went forward to 
the aid of his country. At this time 
Col. James Frye commanded the 4th 
Essex infantry, receiving his commis- 
sion upon his return from the expedi- 
tion to Nova Scotia in 1756, having 
rrevidusly served in the French war 
in 1744 as a lieutenant. 

The present Theophilus Frye was 


born on August 25, 1819, his 
parents being James Frye and 
Elsie Dubois Houston Frye. They

Pope’s Encyclical on France. 

What: Pope Pius thinks of.the law 
separating church and state in France 
was promulgated in an encyclical to 
the French bishops. He says he has 
examined the “iniquitous law” to see 
if it allowed -the exercise of religion 
without danger to the sacred princi- 
ples- of the church. The bishops are 
urged to adopt all means within the 
law in the hope of raising the dignity 
of the church to its former height. The 
pope denounces those who say the Re- 
publican government of France is odi- 
ous to him. He has supported patient- 
ly injustice after injustice and has 
finally been asked “to overstep the last 
limits of our apostolic duty,” but ths 
he refuses to do and leaves the respon- 
sibility “with those whose hatred has 
gone to such extremes.” 

The reply of the French bishops 
unanimously approves the terms of the 
pope’s letter and reaffirms the fidelity 
of. the.Freach Catholics to the holy 
father. —~ 


More Strict Sunday Laws. 

The laws recently enacted in France 
and Canada aim at a more general rec- 
ognition of Sunday at least as a day of 
rest. In France it is made:a rule for 
all commercial and industrial estab- 
lishments to close for this weekly day 
of rest, and. when in any case such 
closing would be prejudicial to.the in- 
terests of the public the law requires 
that an equal amount of rest be ac- 
corded to all workers on some other 
day or by shifts in rotation. 

Canada’s .new Sunday law is far 
more drastic. All trading or remuner- | 
ated service is forbidden except in 
works of actual necessity or mercy. 
Railroads may not run excursions or 
handle any traffic which can be at- 
tended to on any other day. _But, most 
remarkable of all, there are to be no 
Sunday newspapers either published at 
home or imported from abroad. All 
public amusements are __ banished. 
Heavy penalties for violations are to 
be imposed on employers and corpora- 
tions as well as on employees. 

Bishop Didn’t Start Chain. 

“The authorship of an anonymous end- 
less chain prayer whi€h has been cir- 
culating through the east was attrib-. 
uted to Bishop Lawrence of Massachu- 
setts. He has denied this, saying he 
believes it to be a hoax. The particu- 
larly objectionable feature is its curse 
of calamity on any one who refuses to 
aid in spreading the prayer. 


A Congregation In Boats. 

At Highland Lake, a Connecticut 
summer resort, the practice now pre- 
vails of holding religious services With 
both preacher and all the members of 
the congregation in boats of various 
kinds.

Vindication of Embalmed Beef. 

In.a new work on food preseryatives, 
by Dr. R. G. Ecclés, one of the highest 
authorities on ferments, as reviewed in 
Current Literature, he says too much 
rather than too little restrictive law is | 
what ails us these days. Dr. Eccles 
points out that canned goods and bot- 
tled edibles are protected from danger- 
ous deterioration only by the use of 
such preservatives as public opinion. | 
has been led to condemn—sulphuric | 
acid, salicylic acid, benzoic acid, 
formaldehyde, naphthols, hydrogen, 
peroxide and the like. As to the com- 
mon presumption that homemade 
goods survive without preservatives, he 
asserts that these are seldom equal in 
quality and flavor to those put up by 
the best manufacturers. The cases of 
ptomaine poisoning so frequently re 
ported are traced by him to the absence 
of these much abused preservatives. 
Dr. Eccles says there 1s no evidence to | 
support the frequent assertion that kid- 
ney trouble results from the elimina. 
tion of the preserving acids taken with 
canned meat. He says that during the 
very period the. use of canned meats 
has greatly increased, the public health | 
has been at its best.

‘that recent experiments prove that 
the deadly spotted feyer of the Rocky 


ish association that the production of. 
helium from radium has established 
the fact of the evolution.of one ele- 
ment into others. Professor Armstrong 
says that. no one has yet handled 
radium in sufficient quantities to be 
able to say precisely what it is.

Sinclair Home Colony Plans. 

A declaration of principles which the 
New York Home Colony association’s 
committees think. should govern the 
policy of the co-operative home scheme 
projected by Upton Sinclair, author of 
“The Juhgle,”. has been submitted to 
the membership for a vote in writing. 
The ideal of the colony is defined as 
“the utmost economy consistent with 
duty, cleanliness and efficiency.” The 
members will recognize. no social obli- 
gations and should have absolute free- 
dom of grouping. They want the ut- 
most individual liberty consistent with 
the solution of the servant and child 
rearing problems through co-operation 
based upon the 
will of a majori- 
ty. It is pointed 
out that as the 
members are 
obliged to earn 
their incomes un- 
der competitive 
conditions it is 
not practicable te 
spend them un. 
der other condi- 
tions, and there 
is to be no other 
criterion than 
the comfort and 

yee. convenience of 
Upton Sinclair. the members. 
The performance of disagreeable work 
should command higher remuneration, 
and none of the domestic service 
“shou'd be done by persons who can- 
not be admitted to all the privileges 
of the colony.” They will have a mem- 
bership committee empowered: to re- 
ject any applicants for admission, 
while it is understood that the colony 
is open “to any white person of good 
moral character who is free from com- 
municable diseases.” 

They will care for the children in sep- 
arate buildings, managed by directors 
elected by parents upon the basis of 
one vote to each child, the younger 
children to receive kindergarten train- 
ing and the older ones manual train- 
ing, physical culture and nature study. 
A physician will see to the sanitation 
and preparation of food, and mothers 
may be employed as helpers. No cor- 
poral punishment will be permitted, 
and co-education will prevail. There 
should be “moral training without re- 
ligious education.”
